After Davis disregarded the al- 
leged threat and appeared before 
the jury, a charge against him of 
assault which had been dismissed 
previously was filed again. The 
case is to be heard next month in 
Ripley county, after a good deal 
of legal maneuvering by Butler 
County Prosecuting Attorney 
Ralph Bloodworth, Republican, 
and Defense Attorney Robert I. 
Cope, Democrat; former circuit 
judge at Poplar Bluff. 

The assault charge’ grew out of 
a fight in Davis’s establishment 
with a Negro named Joe Williams 
in 1946. Davis hit Williams over 
the head with a baseball bat, and 
claimed he had been forced to 
strike him in self-defense after 
Williams had thrown a bottle at 
him. 

Davis employed the law firm 
of which Ralph Bloodworth is a 
member to defend him, before 
Bloodworth had.been elected prose- 
cuting attorney. On April 7, 1947, 
Bloodworth disqualified himself as 
prosecuting attorney in the case, 
because of his previous connec- 
tion with the matter, and Willie

On the same day, an Affidavit 
signed by Williams stating that he 
did not wish to e prosecute was 
‘We Are the Law.“ 

The alleged threat against Da- 
vis's life occurred in the fall of 
1947, before the grand jury began 
its investigations. After Davis had 
been questioned by agents of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 
who were collecting evidence for 
presentation to the grand jury, 
the Negro said he was taken out 
into the country by the two coun- 
ty officials and was told, “We are 
the law in Butler county and to 
hell with the F. B. I. 

Davis disregarded the reported 
threat and testified before the 
grand jury After the jury had 
indicted 11 persons in Butler 
county, a complaint charging 
Davis again with assaulting Wil- 
liams, and adding to it a charge 
that he had bribed Williams to 
sign the affidavit, was filed in 
magistrate’s court at Cape Girar- 
deau. Bloodworth acted as prose- 
cutor, but again disqualified him- 
self, later.

Says Russia Won't Attack. 

Russia, he told the committee, 
would never attack the United 
-States_as it is not an imperialistic 
nation. The United States, how- 
ever, he said, is embarked on ‘the 
greatest imperialistic program in 
history and “we are against im- 
perialistic wars.” 1 

Foster deflantly told the com- 
mittee that if the Mundt-Nixon 
bill became law the party would 
not register with the Department 
of Justice as required. To do 80, 
he said, would be to admit to a 
“monstrous caricature” drawn in 
the bill as to the nature and pur- 
poses of the party. 

Senator Homer Ferguson (Rep.), 
Michigan, opened the question 
over allegiance of the Communist 
party. He asked where the party 
would stand in event of conflict 
with Soviet Russia. 

Foster contended that a war 
with Russia could only be an im- 
perialistic” war, and that Russia 
was not imperialistic, so to assume 
it would attack is “ridiculous.”

IROCKY: MOUNTAIN 
SPOTTED FEVER 
CASE IN ST. LOUIS 


First Reported Here This 
Year — Disease Due to 


Bite of Tick. 


The first case of Rocky Moun- 
tain spotted fever reported here in 
1948 was disclosed’ today. Fred 
Walker, of Mexico, Mo., is being 
treated at Barnes Hospital. 

Walker said he thought he con- 
tracted the disease, known also as 
“tick fever,” at his home through 
picking ticks off a dog. His con- 
dition is good, and he is expected 
to be dismissed soon. 

„Ten cases of spotted fever were 
reported to the Missouri Health 
Division in 1047, and there have 
been seven deaths in the state in 
four years. The dis€ase, caused 
by the bite of a tick infected with 
a germ called a rickettsia, is 
found in any part of the country 
where the mites’ exist. The tick 
season extends from spring to 
early fall. 

Public health officials have 
warned that those exposed to ticks 
should examine the body at least 
twice a day for bites. When a 
tick is found on the body, kero- 
sene or turpentine should be ap- 
plied to make it release itself, 
after which alcohol or some other 
antiseptic should be used on the 
bite. Failure to remove the tick in 
time may lead to contraction of 
the disease. If one develops se- 
vere aches and pains in the joirvs, 
headache, fever and a rash, a phy- 
slelan should be consulted imme-

Most Bodies of Type 


Have Greater Latitude 
Than Bureaus.

Benefits that a bi-state develop- 
ment agency might bring to the 
St. Louis area were indicated last 
night by Howard 8. Cullman, 
chairman of the Port of New York 
Authority, through a description 
of the work of the Now York New 
Jersey agency he heads. He spoke 
at the second annual dinner of 
the Metropolitan Plan Association 
at Hotel Statler. 

“The Port of New York Author- 
ity is at once a governmental 
agency and a business corpora- 
tion,” he said. “It is the instru- 
ment of the states of New York 
and NeW Jersey. Its Board of 
Commissioners compares with the 
board of directors of a business 
corporation. 


“The Authority builds and op- 
erates self-supporting public 
works. We have been helpful to 
the two states in rendering such 
services to them as private busi- 
ness cannot afford to give, be- 
cause the enterprises would not 
permit a fair price basis that 
would produce a reasonable mar- 
gin of profit. 

Responsibility for Projects, 

“At the same time we have been 
useful in assuming the responsi- 
bility for financing, developing 
and operating public projects in 
the two states, which municipal- 
ities no longer could afford to 
carry. Hard-pressed for funds to 
maintain and operate essential 
public projects, such as schools, 
hospitals and libraries, these mu- 
nicipalities have turned to the 
Port Authority for relief. 

“I believe I can say with mod- 
esty that the Port of New York 
Authority has been able to pro- 
vide in the New York Port Dis- 
trict a businesslike government 
agency, which has furnished the 
bi-state community the energetic, 
progressive management neces- 
sary to its welfare.” 

Cullman, who has been a mem- 
ber of the New York Authority 
| for 22 of the 28 years it has been 
in existence, pointed out that most 
agencies of its type have a great- 
er fredom of action than an 


regular governmental 

He stressed the importance of not 

abusing that freedom of action. 
Support of Public. 

Broad public understanding and 
acceptance of an authority is nec- 
essary, Cullman said. He asserted 
that nothing had been more im- 
portant to the success of the New 
York authority than the “favor- 
able public relations situation that 
exists in both states.” 

“Our bi-state press support re- 
flects the opinion of the neople of 
New York and New Jersey both 
as to the need for a regional ap- 
proach to development and as to 
the competence of the authority 
to handle these great public 
works,” he said. 

“We believe that devotion to 
sound business practices is essen- 


actually to our survival. As a 
self-supporting goverment agen- 
cy, wholly dependent upon our 
own revenues and our own credit, 
we do not and we could not devi- 
ate from economic soundness in 
any of our undertakings, Our fa- 
cilities are in the black.” 

Pointing to the vast amounts 
spent by the New York authority 
since its establishment, and ex- 
plaining that the expenditures 
were made by the commission on 
recommendation of its profession- 
al staff, Cullman said it was es- 
sential that the staff of such an 
agency be expert. 

“In the last few years, during a 
period of our expanding activities, 
the importance of a well-nigh in- 
fallible staff has been emphasized 
more than ever before,” he said. 
“Over the last 27 years, the Port 
of New York Authority has sold 
almost $550,000,000 of revenue 
bonds on its own credit and backed 
solely by the revenues and reserves 
of its own projects.” 

Telling of proposed projects that 
would run to hundreds of millions 
of dollars, Cullman said, “You can 
seo, therefore, that the staff which 
makes the initial recommenda- 
tions on the basis of its expert 
opinion must be of the highest 
caliber available.” 

Work of Authority. 

One of the most valuable attri- 
butes of the New York agency, he 
said, is the continuity of its ad- 
ministration, but he added that 
the benefits of continuity are de- 
pendent upon the quality of the ad- 
ministration in the first instance. 

The New York authority oper- 
ates bridges and tunnels and ter- 
minal facilities. It has huge truck 
terminals under construction in 
New York and New Jersey and a 
union bus terminal in New York 
City. It recently took over opera- 
tion of one New Jersey and two 
New York airports. Reconstruc- 
tion and operation of the water- 
fronts on both New York and New 
Jersey sides of the New York port 
is now under consideration. 

The New York port authority 
was the first agency of its type, 
established in this country in 1921. 
Since then at least 150 have been 
set up in the United States in a 
wide variety of fields, Cullman 
said. 


authorities are good, some are 
bad,” he commented. “Some have 
taken the name, although they are 
simply bureaus or divisions of es- 
tablished branches of government. 
In some instances the name has 
been used to provide powers and 
immunities that could not be at- 
tained under the legal forms of 
local government.

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Counter-Offensive’ Against Radar 

Radar, the magical eye that detected the 
enemy’s planes and submarines in World War II, 
has been converted by the police of Columbus, 
Ohio, for perfect detection of, and incontrovert- 
ible evidence against, all speeding motorists. 
They claim the distinction of being the first in 
the nation to nab a speeder and obtain a plea of 
guilty through radar. 

A patrolman simply set up a portable radar 
and waited for an unwitting motorist to appear 
as a “pip” at one end of the measured distance 
of the radar scope. The time the pip“ took to 
cross the scope indicated a speed of 47 miles an 
hour. The evidence stood up in court. It should 
be more accurate than that obtained by use of a 
‘police car speedometer. . . 

No doubt more police departments will resort 
to radar tactics against speeders—but counter 
measures may follow. Electronics mates who 
served in the Navy know how anti-radar paint 
smeared on U-boat periscopes rendered them in- 
visible. Air Force radar crewmen remember 
how little bits of tinfoil (known as window“) 
were dropped from planes and caused false 
“pips” to jump all over the scope. Army signal- 
men recall how enemy counter radar sets, tuned 
to the same frequency, “jammed” detection sets, 

So, in the near future, the up-to-date motorist 
may take his choice of carrying a box of tinfoil 
strips to toss from his window, having his car 
painted with anti-radar paint, or equipping it 
with a small counter radar set for jamming 
purposes.

But in the short space of a year 
Oak Ridge has become the biggest head- 
ache from which the AEC suffers. 


The personnel of the laboratory express 
frank doubts that it can survive the blows 
that have been rained upon it. It may. be 
that they exaggerate the severity of these 
blows, but the fact remains that it is these 
scientists that make the Oak Ridge labora- 
tories. 


This is not a threat by means of which 
the scientists: hope to alter matters to fit 
their desires. It is an actuality. Morale is 
depressingly low, Scientists are leaving the 
AEC in significant numbers, and a great 
many more are laying plans to leave. 


Everyone Concerned Is Alarmed 


The AEC in Washingto#, the administra- 
tion in Oak Ridge and the technical direc- 
tors at the lahoratory make no attempt to 
minimize the gravity of the situation, 


The origin of this unhappy situation is 
threefold. Oak Ridge ig having labor trou- 
ble. It has been having policy trouble. It 
has been having a good deal of trouble car- 
rying out the security investigations or- 
dered by the McMahon Act. 


During the. war unions were requested 
not to organieé the atomic installations, 
and they complied; With the end of the 
war they clamored for rights, It was de- 
cided to offer no handicaps to unioniza- 
tion of Oak Ridge, and to tke experience 
gathered there as’ a precedent. | 


This was doné during & period when the 
contractors who actually operate Oak Ridgé 
were constantly changing. There were 
threats of strikes as negotiations went 
along, but they were never acute. Then 
suddenly, this year, the affiliate of the CIO 
which has bargaining rights for the labora- 
tory reached the conclusion that a atrike 
threat was its only recourse to enforce ita 
demands upon the Union Carbide and Car- 
bon Company. 


Threat of a Strike 


There has been no strike as yet, but a 
Government injunction which enforced an 
80-day period of negotiation will expire 
June 8. 


Scientific personnel are not involved in 
the dispute. They belong to no union, and 
have no labor troubles, They will not be 
able to work, however, if the strike oc- 
curs, and the prospect of labor discord 
among their less skilled co-workers will be 
no incentive to continue at Oak Ridge. 


The policy situation that shook the labo- 


ratories came up with shocking abruptness 
during the last weeks of December, Ever 
since the war ended, Oak Ridge has con- 
sidered. itself the leader in research that 
would lead to the peacetime use of atomic 
energy: the so-called power pile. It was

Blow to Persona] Security 


This atruck at the roota of Oak Ridge. 
Men and women who had planned to make 
their careers there were told they would 
soon be jobless. Scientists in other divi- 
sions were distraught; their sections might 
be the next to go. The decision had been 
made without consulting Oak Ridge. Worst 
of all, there was no explanation of the 
move, beyond a half-hearted statement that 


it was considered desirable to centralize 


power research, 
Meanwhile, the scientists had still another 


‘matter with which to concern themselves; 


In August of last year, again with shock- 
ing abruptness, two scientists were sus- 


pended. The explanation was given that 


they were to be denied access to restricted 
information pending determination of their 
loyalty. They were not told what the 
charges were against them, and so far as 
they knew they were to be offered no op- 
portunity to defend themselves. 


And Now a Witch-Hunt? 


Such a procedure was not calculated to 
build morale, and apparently the commis- 
sion hastily came to that conclusion. As 
suddenly as they were suspended, the two 
men were reinstated and the entire matter 
forgotten, But the fear that such action 


would recur was more than justified a few 


weeks ago, when two more suspensions 
(not' against the same two men) were an- 


nounced, and three: other mien were in- 


formed that there were charges against 
them. 


The nature of the charges and the pro- 
cedures have been given ample publicity 
in the last few days. It is well to repeat 
that the scientists have no quarrel with the 
procedure now, as they justifiably had in 
August. But the effect of being called to 
account on items that are clearly flimsy, 
and upon occasions appear to be the mere 
repetition of malicious gossip, is a new and 
staggering blow to morale that was already 
scraping the ground. | 


It may be that each decision was emi- 
nently correct. If that is true, and each 
is pressed to the utmost, however, the AEC 
may end up with a national laboratory that 
enjoys an entirely normal labor situation, 
a most enviable program and the utmost 
in security—and in which absolutely noth- 
ing is done, If it comes, one will be able 
only to say that the AEC may have acted 
with utter correctness in everything, but 
that it has emerged with a serious failure 
chalked up against it.

A« example of greatness in simplicity that might well be 


studied by makers of Hollywood super-epics will be on view 

at the ART THEATER starting tomorrow in the Italian 

motion picture, “SHOE-SHINE.” This grimly beautiful little 

28 movie takes two characters in the economic 

and moral disintegratien of Italy following her 

defeat by the Allies, two faced, dirty 

shoeshine ragamuffins of the streets of Rome, 

and relentlessly and with pity traces their 

corruption and destruction at the hands of a 
venel and callous society. 

It is raw, but it has the shocking impact 
of actuality. Sometimes ite sets or street-scene shots are 
shoddy, or even crude, and its photography is not of the best. 
Yet this very shoddiness seems to reflect the seaminess of the 
life the film portrays more than ever could have been done with 
slick technical work. The film is so honest, so touching, and so 
true, it achieves a real and deeply moving sense of tragedy, 

The friendsMip of the gutter boys, Giuseppe and Pasquale, 
is a heartening thing to behold as they save their lire from 
burnishing G.I. shees with a shining goal in mind—the purchase 
of a riding horse. They are a charming combination of grave 
tatterdemalion business and boys bursting with romance. 
Then they become involved in the selling of black-market Ameri- 
can Army Blankets to a fortune teller, are arrested and im- 
prigoned. Still essentially innocents when they go into the 
prison, they are turned into criminals by an overworked, indif- 
ferent aed cynical penal system and vicious associates. They 
are forced to betray each other, become bitter enemies. When 
they escape, the larger boy beats the smaller to feath in a 
burst of rage, then weeps over the body as the sickening realiza- 
tion of what he has done, and society has done to them, comes 
ayer him. It is an ending absolutely heart-rending. 

Portrayals of the prison officials and lawyers, the kind, 
the ‘weak, the callous, the brutal, and the corrupt alike, are 
touched with an over-riding compassion that makes the movie 
more powerful an indictment of social injustice, as it represents 
them as mere cogs in a worn-out, dirty machine. : 

Vittorie De Sica has directed the powerful screen play with 
incisiveness, hewing clase to the story line, never for a moment 
Iosing sight of his two small protagonists, pointing up the 
dramatic highlights brilliantly. His use of the two principals,

Frieda Schicht, St. Louisan With Government, Tells of Terrific Damage Done by Rodents

WASHINGTON, May 28. 

(88 FRIEDA E. SCHICHT, who 

became the first official wom- 

an rat killer in the United 
States when she started a cam- 
paign in St. Louis some six years 
ago to wage war against rodents, 
doesn’t carry calling cards. In- 
stead she carries aroung a big 
pocketbook filled with rat cir- 
culars which she hands out, usu- 
ally with some such laconic com- 
ment as, “Rats are dirty,” or “Feed 
people, not rats.” 

She is at present paid by the 
United States Government to be a 
sort of woman Pied Piper. She 
carries the title of Consultant to 
the National Committee for Rat 
Control, 

On loan to the government from 
her job as courtroom clerk, Divi- 
sion One of the Circuit Court, in 
St. Louls, Misa Schicht is 
considered by Uncle Bam to know 
more about rats that any other 
woman in the United States, This 
reporter, after talking to Miss 
Schicht, is inclined to agree. 

“Rats,” Miss Schicht said, rat- 
tling off a few figures in her of- 


fice in the Department of Interior, 


“cost the United States more than 
two billion dollars a year. Rats 
des or contaminate over two 
hundred million bushels of grain 
each year. That is almost half as 
much grain as the United States 
3 to send to hungry Europe 
his year. 

“Rats multiply fast. Uncontrolled,

ly plague, typhus fever, tularemia, 
trichinosis, and other dread dis- 
eases. Rats carry 18 kinds of 
fleas, lice, mites and 11 kinds of 
internal parasites, There are more 
rats in the United States than 
people.”

is relaxed, move right back in. 

“Put it this way,” says Miss 
Schicht. Tou can kill almost 100 
per cent of the rats in an infestea 
building in one ly-handled 
poisoning ope But rats are 
amart. They'll be back in that 
building from other parts of town 
unless the job is done on a city- 
wide scale.” 


Miss Schicht, since she joined 
forces with the government rat 
people a couple of months ago, 
has traveled thousands of miles 
and set up rat control programs 
in 17 cities.

EFORE Miss Schicht started 

her own rat war when she was 

an employe of the St. Louis 
Health Department, she had been 
for elght years promotion repre- 
sentative for the St. Louis Munici- 
pal Theater. Her rat war started 
when she saw a rat eating some 
seeds out of a sunflower in her 
back yard. 

„It was too muth,” she shakes 
her head. “A rat in my own 
back yard!” ‘ 

An easy and humorous speaker, 
Frieda Schicht has a lot of rat 
stories that she tells her andi- 
ences, She telis one, not humorous, 
ef course, about a teen-age girl 
in St. Louis who awoke in the 
middie of the night to find a rat 
gnawing on her nose, She tells 
Louis 
paperhangers who went to lunch 
and found when they returned 
to their paperhanging job that 
rats had eaten off a square foot 
of newly pasted paper. 


And she tells another about 
some rats in a distillery near 
Frankfort, Ky., which went on 
a terrific binge while distillery 
officials hunted for a human 
tippler. Three 52-gallon barrels 
of aged whisky were found 
empty. It was finally discovered 
that rats had gnawed holes in the 
barrels. In a of rat tunnels 
under a New York City tenement, 
slum clearance workers found an 
empty lipstick tube, a religious 
medal, a skate key, a celluloid 
teething ring, a belt buckle, a 
shoehorn, several books of 
matches in which all the match 
heads had been eaten off, a penny, 
a dime, and three quarters. 


“We can,” says Miss Schicht, 
“spare belt buckles and skate 
keys, But we can’t afford to keep 
our rats in luxury with two 
hundred million bushels of grain 
a year. Why that would make 12 
and one-half billion loaves of 
bread, or 317 loaves of bread for 
each household in the United 
States. 


“Rats are the most useless of 
animals. You can’t eat them; 
you can’t even make coats out 
of their fur. There just isn’t one 
at thing you can say about a 
rat.’

NOW THAT the primaries in 
Oregon are over, I think it is 
time to mention our reactions to 
the arguments that came out of 
the mouths of the campaigning 
Republican candidates. I for one 
became more and more convinced 
that the Mundt bill is a bed bill, 
It might help to repress a few 
Communists but, at the same 
time, it might make it impossible 
to create a third party at some 
future time and might prevent 
such a party from functioning. 
Even the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic party might be outlawed if 
there was a desire to do 80. 

I am beginning to feel that re- 
pressive measures that arise out 
of fear are not the proper mo- 
tivation for legislative action. It 
might be well for us to clarify-our 
thinking on democracy, and to 
make sure that everything that 
takes place in our communities ( 
conforms to the best interests of 
the citizens as a whole, and is 
free of any tinge of Fascism, Com- 
munism or any other totalitarian- 
ism. To start trying to keep down 
the free expression of thought is 
to follow the very course which 
we condemn in totalitarian gov- 
ernments. 

I hope the Senate will have 
enough faith in the people of the 
United States to bury the Mundt 
bill and to trust to the ability of 
our citizens to defend demoer 
whenever they find it jeopardi
